We have been favored with an advance copy
of the twenty-third annual report of the Inspec-
tors of the County Prison, addressed to the State
| latore, showing the operations of the insti-
tution during the year 1800,

Uommitments Durlng 1540,

From the report it appears that *‘the
whole number of commitments for the
year 1809 was 18,305, against 17,620 lor
1808, an Increase of 085, This Increase,
however, I8 only in the number of com-
mitments; the number of persons actually com-
mitted being less than those of last year. This
apparent incrense has been the result of a

ange in the charneter of the commitmenta.

It waas till lutclr the practice of the committing

n

magistrates to Include in the charge of drumken-
ness also  disorderly conduct, by which
offenders  were committed to pri-

son for a period of thirty days, to be
held for the w‘hnlu or a part of this sentonce, at
the discretion of the Inspectors. Vagrants of

this class are now committed for inforication |

only, for a {mriud of twenty-four hours, and not
unfrequently return half a'dozen times during o
month, Also, under a recent construction of the
law, the power formerly exercised by the In-
spectors, of discharging cases of ‘‘breach of the
peace,” has been abandoned. The committing

megstrates have much increased commits
ments for this charge, rotaluing control
of them in thelr own hands, and uwsoally

discharging them by arraogement, after a
fow duys, with the result of repeated recom-
mitments of the same offenders. It may be that
a more exact complinnes with the precise letter
of the law now obtains, but the old practice
wne attended with better results, The board
feels, however, that so long as it fails to secure,
on the part of the committing magistrates of
our city, hearty and earnest co-operation in
efforts to improve the criminal department,
Httle real good can be necomplished by attempts
within the prison. The great and foremost evil
in the criminal department of Philadelphia is
the system of police magistracy; and no reform
is 80 much needed as a change, at least in the
mode of compensation of our committing
magistrates, long as their receipts are di-
rectly dependent npon and swollen by what
mnst be stated to be simply a traflie in the
manipulation of petty crime, It is Idle to anticl-
pate radical improvement in the treatment of this
class of eriminals, Itis difficult to belleve thay
such n eystem of magistracy can be tolerated
in & city like Philadelphin, and that her citizens
can git quietly under so great a réproach. If
our police magistrates were removed from the
sphere of politics by o change in the mode of
selection; if they held their oflices by a good
behavior tenure; were required to be learned in
the law; and were compensated by adeguate
fixed salaries, in place of fees, a reform would
be accomplisbed the effects of whick upon social
improvement can scarcely be estimated.

““The commitments for 18069 show o small de-
crease (270) compared with those of 1867,
which were 180605; those for 1800 reached
10,468, * In 18060, the year preceding the
war, the commitments were 20,801, For the
first half of the year 1860, frem January 1 to
July 1, the commitments were 8M7; for the
second half of the year, from July 1, 1869, to
January 1, 1870, they were 0358, This excess in
the commitments for the sccond over the first
half of the year 18 usual; thus, In 1868, the com-
mitments from January 1 to July 1 were 5082;
from July 1, 1868, to January 1, 1860, they were
588,

Sex and Color of the Prisoners.

“0Of the commitments for the past year, there
were black males, 1283, against 970 for 1568,
and 1025 for 1867; of black females, 574, against
4% for 1868, and 570 for 1867, There were
white males, 12,228, against 12,006 for 1868, and

12,861 for 1867, and 13,058 for 18066. The
number of white {females for 1569 was
4220, wu elight incrense over those for 1808,

4051, but a marked diminution over those
for 1867, which reached 4619, It is to be borne
in mind, too, that while the number of com-
mitments was more than lnst year, the number
of females committed was less. We have thus
the experience of another year confirmatory of
the good results of the incrensed accommoda-
tion for female prisoners which was obtained by
the transfer of the old debtor's apartment, o few
years since, to the female department of the
prison, The separation of female prisoners,
which was thus secured, and the greater facili-
tieg for the enforcement of prison rules and
diseipline, which were made attainable, have
resulted in & marked diminution of va-
Frnnc and corime in  the female popu-
ation of our city. Nor has the sani-
tary department of the female depart-
ment of the qri&on been less conspicnous: the
cases reported to the physician for treatment in
this department for the past year having been
only 1775, more than a thousand less than the
glek list of 1867. These results show the ex-
penditure required in the extension of the fe-
male department to have been a true economy,
and strongly support the more weighty moral
argnments which are urged in favor of an ex-
tension of the more important and over-crowded
male department of the prison,
Necessity for Extending the Privon.
“The board would here repeat Lhe views ex-
pressed in the last report upos the subject of an
extension of the prison, and again call the
attention of the Legislature to the incapacity of
the prison for the proper confinemont and em-
Eoymuut of its large male popu-
tion, In every respect, sanitary, moral,
and economical, the injurious effects of its over-
crowded condition are manifest. The results of
improved asccommodation in the female depart-
ment, previously cited, have shown that the
owth of crime and vagrancy 18 directly stimu-
ated by the undue congregation of prisoners.
It can scarcely be doubled that the collection of
a numbeér of prisoners in a single cell soon re-
duces all to the moral level of the worst pri-
soner; and the unceasing intercourse which
results from the original construction of the
prison with a view to the separate system, fos-
ters the moral contagion more actively than in
prigons not designed for this system. The
separale system. once the especinl pride of
Pennsylvania, has been long abandoned
fn every department of the prison,
and even In the conviet corridors, two,
three, and even four prisoners are placed
togother in a bllﬁ cell. The board feels that
this subject can no longer overlooked, and
that either the extension of the convict blocks,
or the construction of a new prison hus hecome
a necessity. The establlshment of a Honse of
Correction, however deslrable, would not relieve
the crowded state of the conviet eclls. And the
foels confirmed in the opinion expressed
in many previous reports, that a House of Cor-
rection for vagrants and drunkards should con-
stitute a department of the prison. lis con-
truction might go hand in hand with the exten-
gion of the prison, and would be 1t
economized; while its future connection with
the mansgement of the prison would obyiate
the unnecessary multiplication of officials, and
would faeilitate the working of two co-ordinate
braoches of the same sgervice. The board
expressed the oplnion in the two last reports
that the lot known as the Parade Ground, con-
tiguons to the prison, would be a very desirable
location for these purposes, obviating, too, the
large outlay necessary for the purchase of any
other suitable ground. After a full considers-
tion of the subject by the Prison Committee of
Conneils, in confarence with the board, that
body hae united ln recommending an extension
!t¥m prison on the Parade Ground, and has
regquested from the Leglslature an snabling act
for.the purpose, which s respectfully and ear-
nestly asked aléo by this board.

and prisons are filled In countries where drunk-
enness is compamtively uncommon), we may
fairly urge that the unbridled multiplieation of
temptations to erime in the unrestrained sale of
alooholie narcotics, in our city, is a fearfal evil,
The exm.lnﬁ lHeense law 18 an unmitigated
nulsance, nnd some modifieation of it may be
most reasonably aaked of the Legislature.

Commitments for Trivinl Offensen.

“Of the prisoners commisted for trial during
the past year, 11,208, 5750 were discharged by
tho committing magistrates, and in the cases of
680, the bills of indictment were ignored by
ths Grand Jury." These figures show a larger
number of commitments and discharges by
the magistrates than for the past year,
owing to the breach of peace cases belng re-
talned exelusively in the hands of the magistrates,
The figures, however, tell the old story, that
nearly two-thirds of the whole number com-
mitted wore discharged without being brought
to trinl—involving o tearful eatalogue of eom-
mitments for unnecessary and trivisl canses,
and doubtless, too, s scarcely less startling
agpregate of oppresslon and persccation. An-
other argument is thus presented in favor of o
change of the administration of eriminal jus-
tice among us, which is only too often an engine
of extortion and malice. Much of the duty of
the Prigon Agent is devoted to the relief of easos
of unnecessary and oppressive commitments,
During the past year #5056 prisoners were re-
Ieased through the interference of the Prison
Agent. The whole number relonsed through the
agency of this officer, during & period of sixween
years, hue been 25,0687,

Other Matters.

“Bince the overcrowded condition of the cells,
escapes of convicts have been not unfrequent.
In Octobwr last, the board, having obtained the
necesenry appropriation from Counells, ap-
pointed two day watchmen., No escapes have
occurred since the entrance of these officers
upon their doties, and they bave broken up the
conversation among the prisoners from the
windows of their cells, which was habitually
practised at certain hours of the day, and in-
volved not only plans of escape, but detalls of
R:s!. and projects of future crime. Intercourse

tween conviets and the bummers employed
about the prisun has been thus also prevented.

‘The standard of health in the prison during
the year was good, and no epidemie of any kind
aceurred.  ‘T'wenty-nine deathe are reported in
the ustried department from natural causes,
viz., from manin-a-polu, 17; debaunch, 9; con-
gestion of the brain, 1; hematemesis, 1; pyemia,
1. In the convict deépartment there were
thirteen deaths, twelve directly from consump-
tion, and the thirteenth [rom hemoptyzis, no
doubt produced by a tuberculous condition of
the lungs., The overcrowding of the cells has
doubtless contributed to this increase of con-
snmpition,

The Expenwes of the Prison

for 18680 were very slightly in excess of those for
1868, viu.:—$§105,925°12, inst $104,60563 for
1868, The profits of the shoe manufactory were
£5872:05. The amount received from the United
Btates Marshal, for the support of United States
priseners, was $706:580. The estimated value of
provisions, coal, ete., on hand, is $0515-25. The
return to the Clty Treasurer of profits from the
manufacturing department was §21,000.

*0Of the prisoners under sentence of death at
the date of the last report, Hester Vaughan was
mrdoned by the Governor, Sth of May, 1869,

‘s officers were completely dumbfounded,

come news that another depredation had been
committed.

This wholesale gystem was doomed (o expo-
eure, however, through the workings of u higher
power than road officers or detectives, and was
on Saturday night last laid bare in a manoer
that should forever lust as a terrible example to
all wrongdoers. About 10 o'cloek on the night
mentioned, some of the employes of the road
found lying on either side of the tracks of the
road, nearly opposite Norristown, portions of
the body of a man who had been cut in twaln
by some passing train.

The remains were handed over to the Norris-
town suthoritiea, and on thelr belng searched
there was found a warrant iseued (o the commit-
ting magistrate at the Central Siation here.
From thiz it was inferred that the unknown no-
fortunate was o detective officer, and word was
at once telegraphed to Chief Kelly that an offi-
cer of his department had been Killed on the
Kunowing
that something wns wrong, Chief Kelly at once
detailed Deotective Lukens to investigate the
cnge, and the latter immedintely procosded 1o
Norristown, Arriving there and viewing the
body, he saw throngh the whole mystery.

The deceased was no other than the notorions
Robert Sharp, better known as Bob Sbarp, ot
one time the proprietor of Boek Hall, No. 533
Shippen street, a notorious dance-hotuse and
thicves' resort. Detoctive Lukens explained the
matter to the authorities, and gave orders for
the arrest of any parties who should claim the
body, He then returned to this eity, and set o
trap for the capture of the rest of the gang.
Chief Kelly next dotailed Detectives Trvon and
Levy to ald in the case, and they had informa-
tion conveyed to the friends of Sharp a8 to his
death., Yesterday morning, George Wilson,
alins Woodie, a well-known professional, arrived
in Norristown, and asked to be given the body,
eayiog that he had been sent for it by a Mra.

The Volume of Onrrency.
